T h e developments in the case all 


tend more and more to confirm the 


convictions of the police that the 


woman was slain by her husband 


in the sausage factory, and that he 


then destroved her bodv bv means 


of strong acids in vats in the base­ 


ment of the building. 


A resident of the vicinitv of the 


factory told the police he heard a 


woman cry for help on the night of 


the murder as he was passing tlie 


factory, but he could not tell exactly 


where the cry came from. 
It was 


repeated once, 
then stopped. 
In 


Luetgert’s 
sleeping 
room in 
the 


factory, which adjoins the olfice, 
are marks of blood on the wains­ 
coting and on the floor, although 
none of the meat used in manufac­ 
turing sausage was ever brought 
into this part of the building. 
Both floor and wainscoting have 
been recently Avashed, so that the 
efforts 
to 
find blood 
have 
been 
unavailing. 
In the bed room was 
found a blood-stained chisel, whicli 
it is thought may have been used 
to kill 
the 
woman. 
A thorough 
search of the pickling vat in which 
the body was probably placed was 
made. 
There 
still 
remained 
a 
quantity of the reddish-brown acid 
which is believed to liave consumed 
the body. 
In an adjoining vat the 
searchers found a piece of a w o­ 
man’s dress, partly eaten by acid. 
Between the vats and the furnace 
the 
searchers 
found 
what 
they 
think is a piece of human flesh, to 
which some hair is still attached, 
although bleached by the chemicals. 
Near the vat in which Mrs. I..uet- 
gert’s body is supposed 
to have 
been consumed were found pieces 
of burlaps partly destroyed by acid. 
Fred L. Ilalke, the night watch­ 
man at the factory, stated that 
he 
felt sure something was wrong. 
“ W e noticed,” 
said he, 
“ that 
the day after they said the murder 
was committed Luetgert raked out 
all the ashes from the furnace him­ 
self. 
This was so unusual that the 
men here all noticed it. 
For two 
days afterward Luetgert would not 
let anybody into the factory at all, 
not even me. 
I thought this was 
very strange.” 
In raking over the ashes the of­ 
ficers found some hairpins, all but 
destroyed. 
The ashes came from 
the furnace in the basement. 
The 
police believe Luetgert sat by the 
side of the vat wdiile he watched 
the acid and quicklime destroy his 
wife. 
It would take about three 
hours. 
Luetgert evidently sought 
his own comfort while this was go­ 
ing on, for a big easy chair had 
been carried down into the base­ 
ment from the office, and Avas found 
there. 
Luetgert was 
arraigned before 


Justice Kersten, and the ease was 
continued until v^aturday. 
L uet­ 
gert has been tw ice married. 
His 
first w ife died in 
i8Si, and there 
have been whispers, the police say, 
that all about her death has not 
been explained. 
There is another case on record 
in w h ich Luetgert is said to have 
figured in a peculiar light.

night of Septem ber 9,' 1S79. Hugh
